Constantinople, Oct. 28 (A.P.).— 
Turkey today underwent a novel, 
and to most of its inhabitants, un- 
palatable, experience—the taking of 
its first census.

DEBRIS FALLS ON ROOFS 


Pensacola, Fla., Oct. 28 (A.P.).—Two 
Navy officers were instantly killed to- 
day when their scout planes crashed 
in midair and fell 5,000 feet to the 
ground in the heart of the city. The 
fliers, Lieut. Edward R. Frawley and 
Lieut. W. J. McCord, were removed 
from the wreckage dangling on the 
housetops on which the _ shattered 
planes fell.

Both Frawley and McCord were mar- 
ried and resided here with their fam- 
ilies.

The 
planes were fiying in formation when 
they collided .t a height of about 
5,000 feet, officérs said.

Frawley’s home was at Fulton, N. Y., 
while McCord formerly lNved at St. 
Louis. Officers said they were members 
of the student class and had been 
fiying foMabout eleven months.

ADMIRAL HELM, 71, OIEs

Heart Attack Follows Walk; 
Mrs. Helm Is Kept in Igno- 
rance of Death. 


SPANISH WAR FIGHTER 


While visiting his s ife who has been 
ill for three months, Rear Admiral 
James Meredith Helm, U. S. N., retired, 
one of the outstanding naval heroes 
of the. Spanish-American War, died 
suddenly yesterday afternoon of heart 
attack at the Washington Sanitarium. 

Mrs. Helm’s condition was so critical 
last night that attending physicians gave 
strict orders that she be kept in ignor- 
ance of the death of her husband, This 
was done, and as a result Mrs. Helm, 
unaware of the tragedy, passed a more 
comfortable night than in _ several 
weeks, it was said at the sanitarium. 

The admiral, who was 71 years old, 
left his apartment in the Toronto, 2002 
P street northwest, early yesterday af- 
ternoon to pay his customary call on 
his wife. Since being at the sanitarium 
her condition had been variable, and 
upon his arrival there yesterday the 
admiral found her much imiproved.over 
the day before. Doctors permitted her 
to go for a short walk and the admiral 
joined her in a promenade around the 
parks of the sanitarium. 

At the conclusion of the walk, the 
admiral was visibly tired, and doctors 
at the institution suggested that he re- 
tire to a bed and take a short rest be- 
fore returning to his home. While the 
naval officer was insisting that he was 
perfectly able to go home, he was 
stricken with a mild heart attack. He 
was put to bed by physicians, who ad- 
ministered a stimulant. A short time

Cut in Corporation Levy 
and Repeal of Excise 
Imports Favored.

Democrats Are Making Plans

(Associated Press.) 

The Treasury will stand pat for limi- 
tation of the prospective tax reduction 
to less than the $300,000,000 mark 
when its spokesmen present the admin- 
istration program to the House ways 
and means committee at the opening 
of tax hearings Monday. 

Latest figures on the prospective sur- 
plus for this year were being compiled 
last night at the office of Ogden Mills, 
Undersecretary of the Treasury, and 
little hope was held forth that the ad- 
ministration would sanction even a 
higher cut than $250,000,000. 

In this redugtion, the Treasury will 
give its approval to a slash in the cor- 
poration levy and to repeal of some of 
the remaining war-time nuisance and 
excise taxes. Repeal of the estate or 
inheritance tax also will be sought 
again by the administration, but exact 
details of its program have not been 
mapped out pending the determination 
of the latest figures on the surplus. 

Despite the surplus of $635,000,000 
of last fiscal year and the prospect of 


another half billion dollar favorable 


margin at the end of this fiscal year,

Fall’s Son-in-Law Upheld 
in Refusal to Reply ..

PROSECUTION SEEKS 
TO TRACE SECURITIES 


Bank Clerks and Bond House 
Employes Examined as 
to Transactions.

There were further exciting and dra- 
matic moments yesterday in Justice. 
Siddons’ court where the Government 
is seeking to sustain its charge that 
former Secretary of the Interior Fall 
and Harry F. Sinclair, New York oll 
magnate, conspired with each other to 
defraud the United States in connec- 
tion with the Teapot Dome oil lease. 

Frustrated in his effort to obtain 
testimony from M. T. Everhart, Fall’s 
son-in-law, as to who gave him the 
Liberty bonds he deposited in a Pueblo 
bank, Owen J. Roberts, of Government 
special counsel, devoted much of the 
day to tracing these bonds from Ever- 
hart back to the Continental Trading 
Co., Ltd., a Canadian corporation. 

Flocks of bonds and coveys of bond 
coupons figuratively flitted about the 
courtroom while Roberts’ tracing 
process was going on and the routine 
testimony given by bank clerks and 
employes of bond houses provided a 
relaxation from the tense moments of 
the day. 

It now remains for the Gov:rnment 
to prove that the bonds which Ever- 
hart got from the Continental Trading 
Co. were in reality Fronds which, ac- 
carding to the charge in the indict- 
ment, Fall got from Harry F. Sinclair. 
In other words, Everhart’s name must 
be supplanted by that of Fall and the 
name of Sinclair must be substituted 
for that of the Continental Trading 
Co. 

Former Senator on the Stand. 


By putting on the stand former Sen- 
ator Thomas of Colorado, who was em- 
ployed as counsel when the Continental 
Trading Co. was formed, the Govern- 
ment began entering into the last lap 
of the presentation of its case and this 
last phase will include the Govern- 
ment’s effort to prove that the bonds 
which emanated from the Canadian 
corporation were the property of Sin- 
clair. Indications are that the Gov- 
ernment will rest its case either Tues- 
day o* next week or shortly thereafter. 

Justice Siddons himself provided the 
outstanding feature yesterday when he 
decided, after a most thorough and 
methodical survey of the facts and the 
law, that M. T. Everhart, Fall’s son-in- 
law, could not be denied his constitu- 
tional right against se!f-incrimination 
and could not, therefore, be compelled 
to tell who gave him the $230,500 worth 
of Liberty bonds which he sold to the 
M. D. Thatcher Estates Co. 

“This witness must be accorded his 
full constitutional privilege,” Justice 
Siddons said, in one of the few impas- 
sioned statements he has made from 
the bench, and he pounded the table 
to further double-rivet the seriousness 
of his conviction. 


Everhart Continues Refusals. 


“He is going to get it in this court. - 
He is entitled ‘to it,” Justice Siddons 
added, dropipng his voice almost to a 
whisper. It was the most dramatic 
moment of the day, and perhaps the 
most dramatic moment of the trial. It 
was.a clash between the law, on one 
hand, and the desires of the prosecu- 
tion on the other, for there is no secret 
over the fact that Roberts attached great 
importance to the new field of investi- 
gation which would be opened up if 
Everhart could be compelled to say 
from whom he got the bonds which he 
claimed to own in his own right. 

Further testimony by Everhart, 
fraught with dramatic tenseness and 
punctuated with further point blank 
refusals to answer, now with the im- 
plied consent of the Court, kept.the 
courtroom atmosphere electrified until 
the witness was excused late in the 
morning session. 

Roberts’ Questions Balked. 


It was a scene long to be remem- 
bered. There, in thewitness chair 
sat Everhart, obviously feeling the 
stress and strain of his position, but 
looking straight ahead with stern de- 
termination to stand on his rights 
under the Constitution. Sometimes his 
refusals to answer were given in «a 
voice scarcely audible to the specta- 
tors, 

Roberts had been checked in so far 
as getting the kind of testimony he 
wanted was concerned, but the way 
was still open to him to keep on ask~ 
ing quetsions and no one knew how 
long it would be before Everhart’s or=- 
deal came to an end. é

of Emergency, pronounced Goebel dead. 
Goebel’s mother, Mrs. Louise E. Goeb2!l, 
a widow, and other members of jiis 
family were visiting friends at the time 
of the youth’s death. 


Veteran Found Déad. 


Lying by an open gas jet in his

body of Frederick Mueller, 87 years old, 
veteran of Company E, Twenty-ninth 
Regiment, United States Infantry, was 
found yesterday afternoon by a passer- 
by who was attracted to the house by 
the smell of gas.

Would Permit Interference,

VERDICT (5 SUSTAINED 
IN QUIT AGAINST HAZEN 


jury’s Methods in Reaching 
Agreement Not Question- 
able, Judge Holds. 


FIXED $15,000 DAMAGE 


The methods by which juries reach 
their verdicts are not to be attacked 
in a motion for a new trial by the 
losing party, according to a ruling yes- 
terday by Justice Bailey in Circuit 
Court in which a new trial was refused 
Dr. H. H. Hazen, prominent Washing- 
ton physician. Dr. Hazen was assessed 
$15,000 damages on October 11 in favor 
of his former patient, Miss Marguerite 
Mullen, of Philadelphia, for alleged 
personal injuries resuiting from X-ray 
treatments. 

The ruling of Justice Bailey was 
qualified by the statement that the 
jury must not have been subject 
to any outside or extraneous influences. 
The ruling was made notwithstanding 
allegations presented by Attorneys Gat- 


ley and Arth, counsel for Dr, Hazen, 
that the jury considered evidence 
which was not properly before them. 
This allegation was contained in an 
affidavit signed by one of the jurors, 
who stated that his mind and con- 
science troubled him and that his fel- 
low jurors took official notice that a 
jury in a previous trial had awarded 
Miss Mullen a verdict for $20,000, which 
had later been set aside as excessive. 

According to this juror, his asso- 
ciates also expressed the opinion that 
Dr. Hazen was insured against such 
Suits and that their verdict would in 
reality be against the insurance com- 
pany. Neither the previous trial nor 
anything pertaining to insurance were 
before th court in the case in which 
the $15,000 verdict was returned, ac- 
cording to counsel for the physician 

Attorneys Wampler & Lynch, counsel 
for Miss Mulien, cited the famous 
Hyde-Benson. diamond case, in which 
the jurors bargained for verdicts for 
and against defendants of their choice 
and in which it was decided that only 
influences outside of the jury room 
could be considered in motions for 
new triais. Counsel for Dr. Hazen noted 
an appeal from Justice Baliley’s order 
denying a new trial.

‘Foreign Policy Chairman Says 
~ Champion Needed to Fight 
for Square Deal. 


HURTS COUNTRY ABROAD 


Champions are needed for a “poorly 
paid and undermanned” Department of 
State if the American Government is to 
function properly in its intercourse with 
other nations, James G. McDonald, 
chairman of the Foreign Policy Associa- 
tion of New York, told members of the 
American Association of University 
Women at a dinner at the association’s 
headquarters last night. 

Mr. McDonald said that the State De- 
partment is the poorest paid of all the 
departments, the reason being, he said, 
that there is no group particularly in- 
terested in fighting for the department 
before Congress to obtain adequate ap- 
propriations. The employes of the de- 
partment, he said, are not paid up to 
the standard of other departments. 

There has been no Secretary of State 
in recent ycars, he said, who has been 
fit, or has taken it upon himself, to 
fight for a square deal for the depart- 
ment, therefore the fighters, such as 
the Department of Commerce, receive 
the best treatment at the hands of 
Congress. — 

The condition, he said, strikes at 
the roots of our progress toward happy 
and peaceful intercourse with other 
nations. Critics of the State Depart- 
ment, he said, should realize that Amer- 
ica can not have adequate representa- 
tion abroad, or proper administration 
in the department at home, unless this 
matter of money is settled, and the 
workers are properly paid, and in addi- 
tion provided with publications, maps 
and supplies which would be valuable 
t? them, but now are not available 
through lack of money. 

He pointed to the criticism that the 
foreign service is cluttered with the 
nation’s “gilded youth” who have had 
no contact with life, nor no experi- 
ence beyond the exercise of pouring 
tea. Such men, he admitted, can not 
adequately represent the United States 
among other nations, nor are they 
quick in the competition for appropria- 
tions from Congress. Therefore the 
department sleeps. Mr. McDonald 
spoke at length on arbitration, and on 
Russia, Mrs, John J. O’Connor pre- 
sided. Mrs. Raymond Morgan intro- 
duced Mr. McDonald.

later another heart attack set in and 
‘the admiral died. 

Mrs. Helm was given to understand 
that her husband had returned home, 
and went to sleep last night comforted 
by the walk which she had had with 


him in the afternoon. 

In addition to a brilliant record at 
sea in war time, Admiral Helm was 
noted as one of the.world’s greatest 
authorities on navy~ yards and other 
naval shore stations. Many of the lat- 
ter years of his service were spent in 
this work and he had attained the 
highest possible commendation from 
his superiors for his efficient conduct 
and supervision of shore establish- 
ments, 

Admiral Helm was born in Grayville, 
Ill.. in 1855, and was graduated from 
the Naval Academy in 1875. After his 
graduation he advanced steadily through 
the various ranks of the service, to that 
of captain in 1908, and rear admiral in 
1911. He was retired in September, 1919. 

Admiral Helm’s most conspicuous 
service was during the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War, when he commanded the 
gunboat Hornet, participating in the 
blockade off Cuba. Under his command 
the littie Hornet captured a Spanish 
steamer and three contraband schoon- 
ers off Cape Cruz. 

On June 30, 1898, Admiral Helm par- 
ticipated in the battle of Manzanillo, 
Cuba, and, “for eminent and conspic- 
uous conduct” in that battle he was 
advanced five numbers in grade. 

Admiral Helm took part in several 
naval surveying expeditions in Alaska 
and along the coasts of Oregon and 
Washington, and commanded the sur- 
veying steamers Patterson, McArthur 
and Gedney. 

After the Spanish-American War, in 
1900, and until 1902, he commanded 
the Gunboat Frolic in Philippine 
waters. He served for a few years as 
superintendent of the light house serv- 
ice, chief of the Coast Guard and 
transportation and director of naviga- 
tion for the civil government of the 
islands, Later he had command of the 
cruisers Baltimore and Galveston of 
Asiatic Squadron. 

Coming to Washington, he served 
from 1906 to 1907 as naval secretary of 
the lighthouse board. Putting to sea in 
the following year he commanded the 
battleship Idaho and the receiving ship 
Wabash. From 1910 to 1911 he served 
as commandant of the naval station at 
New Orleans. In 1913 he was ordered 
to Charleston, S. C., as superintendent 
of the Sixth Naval. District, serving 
there a year. 

From 1914 to 1916, Admiral Helm was 
in command of the Atlantic reserve fleet, 

Admiral Helm was appointed senior 
member of the commission on navy 
yards and maval stations in 1916, and in 
1918 was appointed commandant of the 
Fourth Naval District. Leaving that 
post, he was appointed again as senior 
member of the commission on navy 
yards and’ naval statigns, which post 
he held until his retirement.

They were convicted ad sentenced to 
serve 20 years each in Ohio Penitenti- 
ary. In prison Webb was reported to 
have confessed he fired the shot which 
killed the sheriff. There has been talk 
at Brookville that the men would be 
pardoned and turned over to Indiana 
authorities to be tried for murder. This 
has not been done. 

Prosecutor Taft said he had taken 
these facts into account but his evi- 
dence, which he would not reveal, 
indicated Remus and not the bank rob- 
bers had killed Van Camp.

TWO STAFFS ATTEMPT 
TO RUN CITY’S AFFAIRS 


Convicted Executive and His 
Wife, Controller, Resign 
and Go Home. © 


Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 28 (A.P.).— 
With two more or less complete staffs 
claiming control, the official business 
of this city of nearly 400,000 inhabi- 
tants was at a standstill tonight. 

Action in the Marion County Super- 
ior Court on an injunction suit tomor- 
row is expected to clear the way either 
for Claude E. Negley, or Ira M. Holmes 
to become mayor. 

Meanwhile John L. Duvall, who an- 
nounced his formal resignation as 
mayor today, spent his time raking 
leaves in his yard after the city council 
had pronounced the office vacant be- 
cause of Duvall’s conviction September 
22, for violating the corrupt practices 
act. The council named Negley, its 
president, as temporary mayor pending 


selection of a permanent mayor No- 
vember 8. 


His Wife Then Resigns. 


When Duvall resigned, his wife, Mrs. 
Maude E. Duvall, claimed the office by 
virtue of being city controller and next 
in line. Fifteen minutes after taking 
oath of office she resigned in favor of 
Hoimes, who in the meantime had been 
appointed city controller. 

Negley got the jump on Holmes to- 
day by obtaining a temporary order 
restraining his opponent from attempt- 
ing to run the city’s business. Holmes 
countered by sending his wife down to 
the city hall in the early hours of the 
morning to hold down the official 
chair. 

When Negley arrived he found Mrs. 
Holmes in the executive office. Non- 
plussed, he stood around until Holmes 
appeared. Mrs. Holmes then arose and 
the two claimants each drew up chairs 
at the executive desk. The doors were 
opened and a crowd gathered to watch 
the performance. 

Negley and Holmes joked about the 
whole affair, addressing each other as 

“mayor” and otherwise finding the 
situation funny. 

To many city employes, however, it 
was & grim event, for regardless of 
which man finally wins a few heads are 
due to be lopped off by the political 
ax. Members of the various city hall 
departments and the police and fire de- 


partments are certain to become the 
victims, 


Negley Warrants Approved. 


County and City Treasurer Edward 
A. Ramsay brought cheer to some em- 
ployes when he announced he would 
honor salary warrants issued under the 
Negley “administration.” It was Ram- 
say’s decision Wednesday in declining 
to honor Duvall warrants for salaries 
due next Tuesday that brought the sit- 
uation to a head. 

Schuyler A. Haas, corporation coun- 
sel under Duvall, and John K. Ruckel- 
shaus, city attorney, were preparing to 
attack the injunction suits on the 
ground that they did not comprise 
the proper remedy at law. 

Wholesale firing and appointments in 
various city departments was the order 
of the day for both Negley and Holmes. 
Each announced the make-up of a 
board of safety, board of works and 
other departments. Wayne Emmel- 
man, &@ younz Republican worker, who 
had been clerk of the works board under 
Duvall, was Holmes’ selection for city 
controller. Frank Cones, president of 
the works board under Duvall, was 
Negley’s selection for that place. And 
So it ran down the list, each “mayor” 
having a different man for each job. 

Political observers saw in the back- 
ground of the whole situation a re- 
sumption of the factional fight for con- 
trol of the Republican party in Marion 
County between the forces of George 
V. Coffin and O. D. Dodson. Coffin, 
county and city Repuplican chairman, 
was understood to be behind the 
Holmes group. Coffin recently was 
indicted by the grand jury on a con- 
spiracy charge in connection with the 
appointment of the Marion County 
prosecutor in 1923. Dodson was said 

to be behind the Negley group. 
parents Dodson and Coffin were po- 
litical allies. They severed relations 
some time ago and the fight for county 
control has been bitter. 

Leaving behint’ them all the turmoil 
of which they were at one time the 
principals, both Duvall and his wife 
spent the day quietly. Mrs. Duvall, who 
had been city controller only a month, 
expressed delight at getting back to 
her household duties.

Would “Kiss George.” 


HALDEMAN TAKES WINE: 
GIRL FLIER REFUSES 


Official Greetings Are Given 
at Le Bourget, and Then 
Come Receptions. 


Paris, Oct. 28 (AP.).—Ruth Elder, 
eighteen days out of New York, com- 
pleted her transatlantic journey as she 
began it—by the air—when she landed 
at Le Bourget Airfield at 3:47 o’clock 
this afternoon. In finally reaching 
Paris Ruth and her flying companion, 
Capt. George W. Haldeman, broke an- 
other record. They set a speed mark 
from Bayonne to Le Bourget. 

Miss Elder alighted at. the famous 
French airdrome to thé plaudits of a 
multitude which at once gave her an 
affectionate title, “the smiling Ameri- 
can midinette on holiday.” 

The charming smile and cheerful 
mien of the American girl instantly 
made a hit with the enthusiastic 
French crowd, while Haldeman’s satur- 
nine appearance and blase demeanor 
caused the spectators to ponder. 
French officials greeted the ocean-res- 
cued pair in solemn, official style, but 
the real warmth of the reception came 
from the French people who, in the 
1927 season, have never tired of wel- 
coming American aviators, successful, 
unsuccessful or spectacular. 


Arrival Is Sudden. 


Basing their forecast on previous air 
records from Bayonne to Le Bourget, 
thousands had settled down to await 
the arrival of Miss Elder and Capt. 
Haldeman about 5 o’clock when, sud- 
denly out of the southern sky, heavily 


veiled with fog, a plane shot out. 

“It can’t be them,” ungrammatically 
said pilots, but swooping down grace- 
fully. over the field Haldeman brought 
his airplane to a standstill a few feet 
from—the cement boardwalk used by 
the London-Paris express liners. 

Haldeman crawled out and then a 
shock of medium bobbed hair above a 
bright red sweater appeared over the 
side of the plane. 

“There she is, that’s Ruth,” the spec- 
tators shouted. 

A look of dismay was on the face of 
the pioneer American woman trans- 
atlantic flier as she saw the crowd 
rushing forward, but smiling she cried, 
“Good, good,” and immediately repeat- 
ing, “Bon, tres bon.” This was evi- 
dently all the French she had, for as 
she was almost buried under kisses of 
the demonstrative French women, she 
had not another word to say. 

Tophatted officials, airmen in glit- 
tering uniforms with many bright rib- 
bons adorning their breasts fought to 
grasp her hand and in the lull of 
cheering a feminine American voice 
pipped up, “Let me kiss George, that’s 
ell. 33 

Miss Elder laughed outright, but 
Capt. Haldeman, grim with oil, tink- 

ered with the motor of the plane and 
said, “I’m just the mechanic.” 

It was not the brightest of Paris 
October sunsets and photographers and 
camera men encumbered the entire 
vicinity immediately about the plane 
as French police tried to clear a path 
to the office of Commandant Renvoise, 
chief of the Bourget Aviation Field. 

Miss Elder ascended the steps leading 
to the commandant’s office rather halt- 
ingly, as if she was weary. George was 
nowhere to be found then. Cham- 
pagne corks began to pop in a regular 
barrage, but when Miss Elder was 
sought, that she might be toasted, she 
had disappeared. She was found a few 
minutes later by Commandant Ren- 
voise’s stenographer. The pioneer 
American woman Atlantic aviator was 
busy with comb and brush fixing up 
her hair. 

“Here I am,” she chuckled, as she re- 
entered the room to say, “No, thank 
you; no champagne, a little Water, 
please.” Coming from a woman who 
had escaped death in the waters of the 
ocean, this remark, when translated, 
seemed to amuse the French spectators. 


Haldeman Takes His Drink. 


Haldeman came in at this time, 
reached for a glass and downed it with- 
out a word. 

The girl who flew more than half- 
way dcross the Atlantic was greeted by 
Commandant Renvoise with, “We wel- 
come you in the name of French avia- 
tion.” 

“Tell him it’s mutual,” she responded. 

Entering an American Embassy 
automobile with Commandant White, 
Miss Elder and Capt. Haldemren then 
left Le Bourget Field for the Inter- 
allied Club, where they were already 
one hour and a half late at a recep- 
tion. 

At the Aero Club and the Circle 
Interallie; Ruth was greeted with such 


expressions as “we loved you before: 


seeing you; now we adore you.” Then 
again, “Prettier than her pictures,” 
and “tres chic.” 

“I am tickled to death to be in 
Paris,” Ruth Elder said tonight in her 
first calm interval after four hours of 
a strenuous reception. Still dressed in 
her flying clothes, since she hasn’t any 
others, she received the newspaper men 
in @ room heavily scented with six- 
teen bouquets of flowers. 

“Am I going shopping? You bet. I 
don’t know when nor where, but I am 
going to get clothes, lots of them, all 
kinds. They will be feminine things. 
You bet I am sick and tired of these,” 
contemptuously indicating the mascu- 
line togs she. wore. 

Tomorrow, however, her first thought 
will not be of clothes. She will visit 
the mother of Nungesser and the 
tomb of the Unknown Soldier. 

Capt. Haldeman came into his own 
at the Aero Club, where the airmen, 
while paying warm tribute to the 


heroine, broke into real cheers when

Albany, N. Y., Oct. 28 (A.P.).—The 
investigation of the administration of 
the State census of 1925 was brought 
to a sudden end today. 


At the conclusion of the examina- 
tion of John L. Joyce, the clerk in the 
Office of the State comptroller who had 
charge of auditing pay rolls, Randali 
J. Leboeuf, jr., investigating commis- 
sioner appointed by Gov. Smith, wield- 
ed his gavel and announced: 

“This concludes the public hearings 
in my investigation of the Department 
of State relating to the State enumera- 
tion unless I find that there is other 
testimony which would assist me, or 
unless Mrs. Florence E. S. Knapp de- 
sires to avail herself of the opportunity 
which I have afforded her of giving 
such testimony as she can relating to 
the State enumeration. I have had no 
reply to my letter to Mrs. Knapp which 
wes mailed Wednesday, October 26. 

“I will now devote myself to the 
study of the records before me and to 
the preparation of my report to the 
governor.” 

Although the hearings were declared 
concluded, the statement of Commis- 
sioner Leboeuf provided an opportunity 
for Mrs. Knapp to appear before him 
if she wishes. Mrs. Knapp, at Syra- 
cuse, today announced she had sent a 
letter to Mr. LeBoeuf saying that she 
was willing to appear before him on 
November 9 and waive immunity from 
criminal prosecution on condition that 
she might have the protecti8n of her 
attorney while she was a witness. 

While no statement from Mr. Le- 
boeuf was forthcoming, it was believed 
that if Mrs. Knapp appears before him 
as a Witness it will be without con- 
ditions, on the ground that the inves- 
tigation is not a trial, that no one is a 
defendant in tee proceedings. 


CALLES LIFTS BAN 
ON BUYING IN U. S. 


Gesture of Good Will Seen as 
Morrow Takes Office 


as Ambassador. 


Mexico City, Oct. 28 (A.P.).—Some 
well-informed observers attach political 
importance to President Calle’s can- 
cellation of the Mexican government 
embargo against purchase of supplies 
for the Mexican government in the 
United States. They are disposed to 
construe it as a possible gesture of 
good will especially as the cancellation 
decree was issued just as Dwight W. 
Morrow assumed his new post as am- 
bassador. 

Under orders last May, which Calles 
revoked, the Mexican government could 
and did continue to buy United States 
supplies, but bought them through 
firms in Mexico. Agencies of the Mex- 
ican government under the new decree 
can buy anything they want directly 
from firms in the United States. 

The original order not to buy any- 
thing in the United States was issued 
as a reprisal for an embargo established 
by American authorities on certain 
shipments to Mexico. President Calles’ 
decree canceling the order not to pur- 
chase in the United States merely says 
that the reason for it no longer exists 
but does not give details.

AT STEEL INSTITUTE 


No Necessity for Alternating 
Periods of Prosperity 
and Depression. 


DANGER IN PREDICTIONS, 
VIRGIL JORDAN ASSERTS 


Schwab Introduced as New 
President as 1,600 Gather 
at Banquet. 


New York, Oct. 28 (A.P.).—The graphs 
and curves of the academic business 
prophet are about as pertinent to 
modern business as the “hoop skirt and 
bustle --c in the arts of modern love,” 
Virgil Jordan, professional economist, 
told the American Iron and Steel Insti- 
tute tonight. 

Mr. Jordan, speaking before 1,600 
members gathered for the semiannual 
banquet of the institute, which ended 
@ full day’s session, declared that “we 
are fast making a fetish of figures in 
this country.” 

Charles M. Schwab, newly elected 
president to succeed Elbert H. Gary, 
presided. He reported improved condi- 
tions in the steel business, asserting 
that there had been a heavier tonnage 
of orders and specifications recently, 
and expectations for an increased vol- 
ume gradually were being realized. 


Technical Phases Discussed. 


Mr. Jordan’s speech came at the end 
of a day spent discusisng technical 
phases of the steel industry, such as be- 
havior of coke in the blast furnace, by 
T. L. Joseph, engineer, of Minneapolis, 
and cast-iron pipe centrifugally made 
in sand molds, by James T. Mackenzie, 
of Birmingham, Ala. 

Mr. Jordan, turning away from the 
discussion of steel, said that what he 
had to say was “a kind of public con- 
firmation of an economist.” He is chief 
economist of the National Industrial 
Conference Board. 

“These prognosticators, with their 
predictions of seven fat years and seven 
lean years are more dangerous than 
palmists and other frank fakers,” he 
declared. 

There is no need of the country’s 
having alternating periods of depres- 
sion and inflation, he asserted. Busi- 
ness men have long suspected this, “put 
they have been swayed by the impres- 
sive figures, graphs and charts of pro- 
fessional analysists, whose art is about 
as valuable as that of their forebears, 
the magicians and the medicine man. 

“The fault of these prophets is not 
that they say things that prove to be 
wrong, but that they say nothing at 
all as if it really meant something.” 


Business Cycles Are Hit. 


Mr. Jordon said the rrofessional prog- 
nosticator of business came into his 
own at the close of the war and that 
the time had arrived when in one form 
or another he had determined that 
every industry “shall have a little bus- 
ipess cycle in its home.” 

“But I am afraid,’ he continued, 
“that all this effort is about as hopeful 
as it is to try to get the ladies to wear 
clothes again. Business is moving at 
least as fast as the ladies. The busi- 
ness man who rides around on the 
business cycle and subordinates his in- 
telligence, initiative and sound busi- 
ness instinct to the fatalistic dogmas 
of economic pundits has about as much 
chance of getting anywhere as the girl 
who drapes her pulchritude in yards of 
calico and trusts to the laws of biology 
to fulfill her destiny.” 

Mr. Schwab warned that destructive 
competition was ill advised and costly. 

“There are eight or nine billion dol- 
lars invested in the steel industry, and 
on the average we are not getting as 
good a return as we would if our money 
had been put in gilt-edged bonds,” Mr. 
Schwab declared. “A cooperative spirit 
is necessary in distribution and selling 
to get better prices, and we should all 
live up to the motto of the late Judge 
Gary, ‘Live and let live.’” 


Pin Cushion Shipment 
Is Found to Be Liquid 


Norfolk, Va., Oct. 28 (A.P.).—How 
many pin cushions would it take to 
weigh 1,920 pounds? This question 
was considered from all angles by 
Federal prohibition agents yesterday 
when they were examining eight 
wooden cases shipped from Baltimore 
on the Old Bay Line steamer, State 
of Virginia, consigned to a local de- 
partment store. They concluded that 
1,920 pounds of pin cushions was de- 
cidedly too many, and opened one of 
the cases 

It did not contain pin cushions at 
all. It contained rectangular tin re- 
ceptacles and the receptacles contained 
liquid. There were eight cases, in all, 
each containing six of the tin recep- 
tacles, and each receptacle contained 
five gallons. In all, there were 240 
gallons—of pin cushions.

Assistant Attorney General 
Donovan Thinks Change 
by America Near. 


FOREIGN: TRUSTS AIDED 


Atlantic City, N. J., Oct. 28 (A.P.).— 
A conflict between European and 
American trade theories is seen by Wil- 
liam J. Donovan, assistant to the At- 
torney General, who spoke here tonight 
before the annual convention of the 
National Paint, Oil and Varnish Asso- 


ciation. 

“The continental theory is that in- 
dustrial combination is economically 
desirable,” he said. “It assumes the 
existence of monopoly, under close gov- 
ernmental supervision and direction, 
with the power to limit production, and 
allot territory and customers. 

“Our theory is diametrically opposite. 
It is based upon the idea of equal op- 
portunity, maintenance of. individual 
initiative, freedom from governmental 
regulation, and no power to control 
prices or to allot territory.” 

Mr. Donovan cited recent published 
reports which he’ said indicated the 
tendency of foreign combinations to 
pass from the looser forms of trade 
agreement to combinations known as 
“trusts,” which were condemned and 
legislated against in the United States 
30 years ago. He also reviewed the 
attitude of “those who view our anti- 
trust laws as too restrictive upon in- 
dustry, as an unjust limitation upon 
the functioning of commerce, and as a 
shackle upon business development.” 

After defining the American policy 
regarding combinations, Mr. Donovan 
contrasted it with recent developments 
in European policy. He described a 
situation in which he believes the two 
policies are destined to come face to 
face, “internationally calling for adap- 
tation and self-protection on the part 
of America.” 


20 WOMEN STOLEN 
BY ALBANIAN RAIDERS 


Mountaineers Kill Five Men 
and Wound a Dozen, in 


Savage Foray.:- 


Belgrade, Jugoslavia, Oct. 28 (A.P.).— 
Five men were killed and a dozen more 
stabbed and beaten in a desperate, but 
futile, effort to save a score of their 
wonmien folk who were overpowered and 
carried into the mountains by Albanian 
tribesmen Thursday. 

As on previous occasions the Al- 
banianss chose the season when the 
women leave the villages, carrying fruit 
and other products to sell in the towns, 
leaving their husbands at home to 
guard the children and cattle. 

A party of women left the Fsad and 
Djakova district for the markets at 
dawn. They were hardly outside the 
village when ambushed Albanians 
pounced upon them. The women’s 
cries were heard by the men, who ran 
to the rescue, but were overwhelmed 
by the raiders who killed five and 
wounded a dozen and escaped with the 
weeping women. An expedition was 
started after the robbers, but success 
was regarded as doubtful as the moun- 
tains are already covered with snow.

Insurgents Report Taking All 
Federal Artillery; Two Regi- 
ments Decimated. 


OROS, IN REVOLT, IS SHOT 


San Antonio, Tex., Oct. 28 (A. P.).— 
Agents of Gen. Arnulfo Gomez, 
rebellious Mexican presidential can- 
didate, asserted today that a mes- 
Senger from the rebel army had 
reached them with news that Gomez 
scored a signal victory Tuesday, cap- 
turing Orizaba, Vera Cruz. 

According to the statement issued at 


Gomez headquarters here, the battie 
resulted in the recall of Gen. Aguirre, 
of the federal forces, The statement 
asserted two regiments of the presi- — 
dential guards were wiped out, that all 
federal artillery used in the engage- 
ment was captured and that other sec- 
tions of Mexico are rallying to the 
rebel cause. 

Gen. ‘Alvarez, chief of President 
Calles’ staff, was declared to have been 
wounded in the shoulder in the fight- 
ing at Orizaba, and six officers of the 
presidential staff were reported killed. 

“The garrison of the city of Colima 
has taken the field against the federal 
government,” the statement continued. 
“The same thing has happened with 
the federal garrison at the city of La- 
gos de Moreno, state of Jalisco. 

“Fighting at different places near 
Huastec, state of Vera Cruz, is taking 
place. 

“Gen. Castillo is at Villa del Carbon 
with 900 men. Another group of 400 
men has taken Tepeji de Rio. 

“Gen. Azuara is at Molango, state of 
Hidalgo, with a strong group of men. 
Gen. Onofre Jiminez’ army has been 
greatly reinforced by the incorporation 
of several other groups of men in the 
state of Oaxaca. The same has oc- 
curred in the case of Gen. Madrid who 
is operating in the states of Queretaro 
and Guanajuato. 

“Revolutionary forces are attacking 
the city of Zacatecas, capital of the 
state of the same name.” ~—- 

Mexico City, Oct. 28 (A.P.).—Dis- 
patches from Vera Cruz say that the 
band of rebels led by the rebel chief- 
tain, Lozada, has been defeated by Fed- 
eral troops and forced to abandon their 
positions at Pena Del Espanol in the 
slopes of Orizaba Mountain. No de- 
tails as to casualties are given. 

The presidential bureau issued a 
statement saying that Lozada was 
among the chieftains in the field since 
1915. The statement declared Lozada 
surrendered in 1924 and revolted when 
Gen. Arnulfo Gomez, then military 
commander at Vera Cruz, furnished 
enemies of the government with arms 
in preparation for the recent uprising. 

Special dispatches from Guadalajara 
report that the rebel chieftain, Julio 
Oros, was captured and executed -by 
federal troops near El Refugio, state 
of Aguas Calientes, after his men had 
been defeated by the federal forces. 
The troops and agrayians of the dis- 
trict are pursuing the remnants of the 
band which have returned to the 
mountains.

AGRICULTURE, THEY SAY. 


Lawyers Are Held to Oppose 
Secretary Because of His 
Attitude on Law. 


By CARLISLE BARGERON. 

Following closely upon the alliance, 
ostensibly one of official nature, be- 
tween Secretary of Commerce Hoover 
and Walter F. Brown, Ohio political 
leader, the Secretary's friends got busy 
yesterday to explode the popular be- 
lief in the middle West that he was 
responsible for the price fixing of the 
wheat during the war. 

In an exchange of correspondence 
between the Kansas City Star and Dr. 
Harry A. Garfield, now president of 
Williams College, but fuel controller 
during the war, the latter declared Mr. 
Hoover had nothing to do with it. The 
price was fixed at $2.20 a bushel by 
the fair price committee appointed by 
President Wilson, Dr. Garfield wrote 
the newspaper, and to his letter he af- 
fixed a statement supporting him 
signed by the four farm members of 
the committee. Mr. Hoover did not 
enter into the deliberations and did 


not know the price agreed upon until 
after their meeting had been concluded, 
it was declared. 

The Secretary did bring about the 
appointment of the committee, it was 
explained, in that he urged President 
Wilson to do something, but his pur- 
pose was said to be to protect the 
farmers from a lower price sought by 
the allies. 

The fact that wheat was held down 
to $2.20 a bushel has never been the 
subject of complaint in this section of 
the country, and no one, not even the 
lawyers, among whose ranks the Com- 
merce Secretary seems the least popu- 
lar, would raise this as an ection to 
him. But out in the mfddie West it 
was the first grumble to be heard after 
the President had issued his “choose” 
statement. 


Tries to Dissipate BDelief. 


Thus the Kansas City Star, which is 
decidedly friendly to him and just as 
strong against Lowden, set about to 
dissipate the belief that “Hoover fixed 
the price of wheat.” 

Admittedly, if this thought can be 
got across to the corn and wheat fields 
it will do much to weaken the farm 
opposition to the Commerce Secretary 
and, by the same token, detract further 
from Lowden’'s strength. But there will 
remain, of course, the opposition based 
on his attitude toward the McNary- 
Haugen bill, which is that of the ad- 
ministration. 

Of more immediate importance than 
the effect of the exchange of letters, 
though, is the appearance of increasing 
activity in the Hoover camp. He knew; 
of course, what was being planned in 
his behalf, though there is no sugges- 
tion that he initiated it. 

And as this activity increases opposi- 
tion seems to be cropping out from an 
- umexpected source. There is opposition; 

of course, to everybody. In this con- 
nection there is a noticeable lack of 
warmth for the Secretary from the legal] 
profession. 

It develops that at the recent gather- 
ing of the American Bar Association 
there was an informal gathering of 
prominent figures of the organization 
that got to talking politics and candi- 
dates, not with any purpose in mind 
but because it is natural for lawyers to 
discuss politics. Thumbs were turned 
completely down on the Commerce Sec- 
retary and inquiry as to whether this 
is & general sentiment leads to the be- 
lef that where there is one lawyer for 
him there are ten against. 


Arouses Legal Profession. 


It seems to be the Secretary’s efficiency 
that arouses the legal profession, not 
that it objects to efficiency, but be- 
cause Mr. Hoover's conception of it is 
not to let the legal hindrances stand in 
his way. The Secretary has the reputa- 
tion of riding roughshod over the law 
when efficiency is at stake. 

Now, the law is something very dear 
to the hearts of those who pract it, 
and they say that it is all right for a 
man of Mr. Hoover’s mind to be in the 
Cabinet, but not in the high office of 
the Presidency. Their opposition, it is 
pointed out, is natural, but to be 
reckoned with, nevertheless.

QOUGHT AFTER GRASH 


$300,000 Damages Claimed 
by Owners of Besseggen, 
Sunk in Harbor. 


SIX LIVES LOST IN WRECK 


New York, Oct. 28 (A.P.).—Papers 
calling for the sale of the French liner 
Paris to liquidate damages amounting 
to $300,000 growing out of the sinking 
of the Norwegian freighter Besseggen, 
October 15, will be served when the 
Paris reaches here November 23. 

This was announced today by attor- 
neys for the owner, captain and 22 
members of the crew of the Besseggen. 
The attorneys took the necessary pre- 
liminary steps to obtain the papers in 
a libel proceeding against the. master 
of the Paris. 

The liner, which was outward bound 


on a return voyage to France when she 
struck the Besseggen in New York har- 
bor, was formerly the flagship of the 
French line. 

Six of the seamen on the Besseggen 
lost their lives. 

It was alleged that the loss of the 
Besseggen was due solely to “the negli- 
gence of the Paris and those in charge 
of her.” 

The captain of the Besseggen, in an 
affidavit, charges that the Paris was not 
properly manned,,that she failed to 
keep a proper lookout und ran out of 
the ship channel in the harbor into the 
anchorage grounds where the Besseggen 
lay at anchor. 

The affidavit further claimed that 
the. Paris navigated at an excessive 
speed, failed to stop or reverse in time 
to avoid a collision, and took no proper 
or effective measure to keep clear of 
the freighter. 


Negroes’ Grievance 
Petition Referred 


A petition to Congress for action with 
reference to grievances of the negro 
was referred last night to a committee 


of the National Equal Rights League at 
a meeting in the John Wesley Church, 
to be drawn up and distributed to con- 
stituent organizations throughout the 
country. The same committee was dli- 
rected to issue an address to the coun- 
try, voicing sentiments of the four-day 
mass convention of the league which 
closed last night. 

Thomas H. R. Clark, Bishop J. H. 
Chumley and Dr. W. H. Jernagin, presi- 
dent of the National Race Congress, 
were the principal speakers at the 
night’s session, discussing a merger of 
the league and the congress for “less 
protest and more effective political ac- 
tion.” The league was later represent- 
ed in the proposed merger by W. 
Trotter, James L. Neill, Maurics W. 
Spencer, Thomas L. Johnson and T. H. 
R. Clarke, who met with Dr. W. H. Jer- 
nagin, the Rev. H. T. Medford, the Rev. 
J. Harvey Randolph and George A. 
Parker, representatives of the race con- 
gress.

Legislation Toward Conserva- 
tion of Product Held De- 
sirable by Coolidge. 


CHEMICAL MEN ASK AID 


(Associated Press.) 


Legislation which would permit a 
closer cooperation between producers of 
petroleum would, in the opinion of 
President Coolidge, be a desirable step 
toward conservation of this valuable 
product. He is not prepared to say. 
however, whether he would favor a 
revision of the antitrust laws to meet 
the needs of the industry. 

This view was made known at the 
White House yesterday in connection 
with an inguiry as to whether the 
chemical industry had asked the Presi- 
dent for his support for legislation 
which would- enable it to curtail pro- 
duction of its products. The President 
has received no such communication 
and he believes it more likely that such 
a request would come from the petro- 
leum industry, 

On the assumption that petroleum 
is of a very limited natural su >ply, Mr. 
Coolidge feels that something should 
be done to conserve it. 

It was thi. urge which prompted the 
President more than a year ago to set 
up the Federal oil conservation board, 
which has been working with the in- 
dustry as to methods of checking over- 
production, a situation which, some 
leaders of the industry itself have 
recognized as demanding immediate at- 
tention. 

No further light was thrown by the 
White House on the proposal of Secre- 
tary Work, as chairman of the oil 
board, for a committee of nine to study 
the situation and draw up recommen- 
dations for regulatory legislation. 

Dr. Work has asked E. W. Clark, 
president of the American Petroleum 
Institute, to select three members of 
the industry for such a committee, 
which also would include three Gov- 
ernment representatives and three 
from the American Bar Association. 
The committee would draft a tentative 
bill for consideration by the oil board 
prior to its submission to Congress. 


DR. H. L. BAIN SCOUTS 
REPEAL OF DRY LAW 


Violators Are “‘Nice Citizens,” 
Says Professor of Con- 


stitutional Law. 


Richmond, Va., Oct. 28 (A.P.).—Re- 
psal of the prohibition amendment 
probably will never come to pass, Dr. 
Howard Lee Bain, Ruggies professor of 
constitutional law at Columbia Uni- 
versity, stated in an address at the 
University of Richmond today. 

“But why all the commotion? The 
drys have prohibition,” 
the wets have liquor.” 

Dr. Bain declared that he took no 
great stceck in the theory that disre- 
spect for the prohibition law caused 
disrespect for other laws. 

“Most of those who defy the prohi- 
bition law would hesitate to commit 
murder,” he said. “For the most part 
they are nice, respectable and accept- 
able citizens.” / 

Most of the agitation for light wines 
and beer is sheer hypocrisy, the Colum- 
bia professor said, the antis wanting 
beer that is beer and wine that is wine. 
He said that they want also “good hard 
liquor.” 

Unlike European nations, the United 
States has. always pushed ahead of 
public opinion, he added, and in time 
a much larger number of persons may 
be won to prohibition because of its 
existence.

TELLS ADDITIONAL NEEDS 


Maj. Gen. Charlies P. Summerall, 
chief of staff, who was recently peremp- 
torily recalled to Washington from 
the Pacific Coast, gave a “striking ex- 


pression of loyalty to the Commander 
in Chief" Monday, when he appeared 
before the Bureau of the Budget, ac- 
cording to the leading article in the 
issue of the Army and Navy Journal, 
which appears today. The general ap- 
peared before the bureau to outline 
and explain the budget estimates of the 
War Department for the fiscal year 
1929. 

The chief of staff, according to the 
article, “pledged the service’s whole- 
hearted cooperation in carrying out the 
Chief Executive's policy of securing full 
value for every dollar expended.” 

The Army realized, Gen. Summerall 
is quoted as having said, that limiting 
figures had been set with a view to- 
ward the best administration of Federal 
expenditures as a whole, and for that 
reason every effort had been made to 
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reduce requirements to the limiting 


The War Department “primary” fig- 
ures were within the limiting figure. 
In addition, the general added, he was 
presenting for the consideration of the 
Commander in Chief supplemental fig- 
ures for other needs»with explanations 
of the results which would ensue if 
these sums were not granted. Gen. 
Summerall emphasized that the Army 
was not “asking” for these additional 
items which were greatly required for 
the improvement of the service, but 
had submitted them in accordance with 
the President's authority to the Bureau 
of the Budget so that the executive 
could decide whether they should be 
granted or not, The Army would keep 
its expenditures within whatever the 
Commander in Chief determined. He 
then made a detailed statement of the 
principal needs. 


Dry Bureau Plans 
To Enlarge Air Foree 


(Associated Press.) 
Experiments with airplanes in spot- 
ting moonshine distilleries and in lo- 


cating rum runners have met with 
such sugcess that ‘the Prohibition Bu- 
reau is arranging to enlarge its air force.

FORTY-TWO YEARS 
WASHINGTONS FAVORITE 
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Jury Hears Argument. 


The jury, which had been excluded 
during the lengthy legal arguments 
over Everhart’s testimony, were per- 
mitted .to be present while Roberts and 
Douglas argued briefly over the refusal 
of the witness to answer the question 
of his trusteeship. 

There was no cross-examination of 
Everhart, counsel for Sinclair and Fall 
taking the position that this was a 
matter between the Government and 
the witness, the latter having counsel 
of his own. 

“He may be excused so far as we are 
concerned, Your Honor,” said George 
P. Hoover, of the Sinclair counsel. 

“And he.may be excused so far as 
we are concerned,” added: William E. 
Leahy, of counsel for Fall. 

“Myr. Everhart, you are finally ex- 
cused,” Justice Siddons added, where- 
upon Roberts began his tracing of the 
flocks and coveys of coupons and bonds, 


Testimony in Detail. 

Everhart’s testimony yesterday- was 
as follows: 

By Mr. Roberts: 

Q@. Mr. Everhart, I notice on this 
certificate No. 1 of exhibit for identifi- 
cation No. 89 a notation which I do not 
make out whether it is in lead pencil 
or in ink: “Certificate up as collateral 
with M. D. Thatcher,” and then I can 
not see whether there is anything in be- 
tween, and the next word is “Pueblo.” 
Can you tell me in whose handwriting 
that notation is?—A. I respectfully de- 
cline to answer. 

The Court—I do not believe that 
anybody hears him. What was your 
answer? The witness—I said I declined 
to answer. 

The Court—The question is whether 
he can identify the handwriting? 

Mr. Roberts — The question is 
whether he can identify the hand- 
writing in that notation, sir. I read 
the words “Certificate put up as col- 
lateral with M. D. Thatcher, Pueblo.” 

The -Court—I think it is a question 
he should answer. 

Mr. Douglas—What is your honor’s 
ruling? 

The Court—I think it is a question 
he should answer. 

A. May I see it again? 

Q. Yes. Look carefully at it-—A. I 
think it is Secretary Fall’s writing. 

The Court—You must keep your 
‘voice up. 


Notations. Are Identified. 


Q. Do not think it is > confidential 
communication between you and me, 
I have to stand close to you, but the 
jury want to hear you. I find the 
same notation on the stub of Certifi- 
cate No. 2 of exhibit for identification, 
No. 89, namely, “Certificate up as col- 
lateral with M. D. Thatcher, Pueblo, 
Colo., December 3, 1918."

Q. Mr. Everhart, I ask you also if 
you can identify the ink words as 
distinguished from the legend which 
I read to you in thc. question before 
last, on certificate stub, No. 1, as to 
whose handwriting the ink writing is 
in.—A. I think it is the same. 

Q@. The same. And does that answer 
also hold true as to the ink writing on 
the stub of certificate No. 22—A. I think 
sO. 

Q. I notice that in certificate No. 6, 
issued May 20, 1922—the stub I should 


‘| say of certificate No. 6, because the 
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ruck, 


certificate is not in the book—I notice 
the figures 38 and the word “trustee’”’ 
and the words “May 20, 22 dash” after 
“19,” and the figure 1 hyphen sign 2 
in ink. Can you say in whose hand- 
writing they are?—A. I think they are 
the same. 

Q. You think they are the same?—A. 
Yes; I would not be positive, but my 
impression is that it is the same. 

Q. Your impression is that that is 
Secretary Fall’s handwriting. At all 
events, none of the writing I have 
shown you is in your handvwriting?— 
A. No, sir. 


Again Refuses to Answer. 


Q. Will you state for whom you are 
trustee of the 33 shares mentioned in 
that stub that I last showed you?—A. 
I decline to answer. 

Q. On what ground do you decline to 
answer, Mr. Everhart?—A. On the 
ground that to de so might tend to 
incriminate me. 

Mr. Roberts—I must say, if Your 
Honor please, that I do not see why 
an answer as to who he is trustee for 
for 33 shares of the stock of this com- 
pany would tend to incriminate him. 
I want to be perfectly frank with the 
Court. The certificate was issued on 
May 20, 1922. 

The Court—I know I have not the 
slightest doubt of your frankness, sir, 
to the Court at any time. 

Mr. Douglas—May I suggest to the 
Court that, to use Your Honor’s ex- 
pression, ~t does not require much 
imagination to see that this man 
might incriminate himself by answer- 
ing that question. Suppose that cer- 
tificate was issued during the course 
of the alleged conspiracy in this case. 
Your Honor will see that much of 
somébody’s money went into the resus- 
citation and rejuvenation of the Tres 
Ritos Cattle & Land Co. It may be 
done honestly or dishonestly, and if 
done dishonestly—suppose he was a 
trustee, I need not suggest anybody,

but you can see that he might be a 
trustee for somebody claiming an in- 
terest in this ranch, and he would be 
one of the conspirators. And Your 
Honor will remember that the rule laid 
down is that once this man finds him- 
self in the zone of danger, then he 
should be allowed to use his own eyes 
and his own head to cope himself out 
of the darkness, and he knows best 
what would incriminate’ and what 
would not. . 

The Court—Mr. Roberts, an answer 
to the question might, for instancé, as 


we can conceive a case—not in this 
case: but in a case that we might con- 
ceive-of where such a question as that 
is .put .to the witness—might reveal 


witnesses to and from the witness 
chair. Wilton J. Lambert, well-known 
Wahington attorney; came in during 
the morning session and sat beside 


that the witness was a party to‘ a/ Fall 


concealed transaction, in order to con- 
ceal the interest of one who is charged 
with a crime. And if that was the 
case it might be, judging by the recent 
discussion we have recently had, where 
questions were thence put to the wit- 
ness, it might lead to the development 
of information that might tend to in- 
criminate him. Therefore, I think I 
ought not to compel the witness to 
answer that question. 

By Mr. Roberts: 

Q. Mr. Everhart, do you know of any 
loan by Harry F. Sinclair to the Tres 
Ritos Cattle & Land Co. in the year 
1922?—A. I decline to answer that ques- 
tion on the same grounds. 

Q. Do you know of a loan by Mr. 
Harry F. Sinclair to Mr. Albert B. Fall 
in the year 1922?—-A. I decline to answer 
on the same grounds. 

Q. Mr. Everhart did you pay a Dill 
for freight on some cattle at Mr. Sin- 
clair’s office in New York in May, 
1922?—-A. I decline to answer on the 
same grounds. 

Q. Or did you pay a bill which was 
for the payment of stock or cattle?—A. 
I decline to answer. 

Q. On the same ground?-—-A. Yes, sir. 

QSDo you know of any transactions 
since February 1, 1922, between the 
Tres Ritos Cattle & Land Co, and Harry 
F Sinclair?—A. I decline to answer.

Carlile, of the First National Bank of 
Pueblo, Colo.; Mrs. R. S, Smith, of the 
same bank; Joseph E. Olson, managing 
director of the Federal Reserve Bank, 
in Kansas City; Miss -Martha A. 
Leatherman, of the same bank; Miss 
Marguerita Prada, Robert Rea and 
others. 

The name of H. 8. Osler, president 
of the Continental Trading Co., was 
brought into the case with the testi- 
mony at this point, the Government 
putting in evidence a letter written by 
Osler to the New York branch of the 
Dominion Bank calling for the pur- 
chase of U. 8..34%4 per cent Liberty 
Bonds to the face amount of $300,000. 

The process of connecting up this 
purchase with the bonds which Ever- 
hart had was then undertaken by 
Roberts. Hector: G. Henderson of the 
New York branch of the Dominion 
Bank was on the stand when the cocgeag 
recess came. 

There was no cross-examination “of 
any of the bond witnesses by the de- 


fense. Both Sinclair and Pall showed 
only mild. interest in the procession of

Henderson resumed the stand when 


the afternoon session began, and he was 


followed by.more bond witnesses. For- 


mer Senator Thomas began his testi- 
mony at 2:25 and was still on the 
stand’ when afternoon adjournment 
came. 

After saying he had been summoned 
to New York in November, 1921, by 
the late A. E. Humphreys in connection 
with a big oil deal involving 33,000,- 
000 barrels of oil, the witness said he 
acted. as counsel for Humpheys, and 
met Hary M. Blackmer, pesident of the 
Midwest Refining Co.; Jamesr E. O’Neill, 
of the Paririe Gas & Oil Co.; Col. R. 
W. Stewart, of the Standard Oil Co. 
of Indiana, and Hary F. Sincriair, of 
the Sinclair Cude Oilr Puchasing Co., 
and had lunch with them. 

Continuing his story, Thomas said’ 

“It was developed that the principal 
details of a sale by Mr. Humphreys’ 
company to some one or more of these 
gentlemen of 30,000,000 barrels of oil 
to be delivered from 50 per cent of the 
gross production of the Mexia mines 
belonging to the companies which Col. 
Humphreys was the organizer and 
president, had been made. The talk 
had reference to one or two points not 
then entirely adjusted. The Pure Oil 
Co., through Mr. Beman G. Dawes, its 
president, had previously acquired 
about 23 or 24 per cent of the stock of 
Col. Humphreys’ companies, and that 
company, through Mr, Dawes, had 
made commitments not to exceed 40,- 
000 barrels of oil a day, and it was his 
insistence, although he was not there 
in person, that the contract should be 
limited, that is, the other contract 
should be limited to the remaining 50 
per cent, plus any surplus over the 
40,000 barrels of oil. The Pure Oil Co. 
wanted that raised to 50,000, and that 
was one of the points we discussed.” 


Forme’ 
partially developed his story when ad- 
journment came. He had drawn up a 
contract, he said, whereby the Humph- 
reys Mexia and the Humphreys Texas 
Oil c-mpanies had agreed to sell 33,333,-

FOREIGN LOAN POLICY. 


Indications are that a partisan attack is to 
be made upon the policy of the State Depart- 
ment in serutinizing foreign loans. The com- 
plaint of critics of the State Department ap- 
pears to be that the “system opens the way 
for political favoritism, breeds trouble with 


foreign countries, gives investors a false no- 
tion that the United States guarantees the 
loans it permits, and under an unworthy Secre- 
tary of State might result in untold scandal.” 
It is suggested, therefore, that the disposition 
of such matters ought to bé placed in the hands 
of Congress, through the passage of appro- 
priate legislation. 

It is hard to understand how the situation 
would be improved by transferring authority 
from the State Department to Congress. For- 
eign loans are'‘not a matter of political favor- 
itism, but must be considered in their bearing 
upon foreign relations, The President must 
oxercise vigilance in this business. The charge 
that the Government guarantees loans is hardly 
worth discussing, since it is made clear in 
every instance that no such guarantee exists. 
There remains only the fear that an “unworthy 
Secretary of State” might use the power to 
his own advantage. There are many powers 
exercised by officials of the Government that 
might be abused, but it is not to be presumed 
that any American acting as Secretary of State, 
whether he be Democrat or Republican, will 
become a grafter. : 


TARIFF NEGOTIATIONS. 


The fact that the French government has 
agreed to restore lower tariff rates on Amer- 
ican products pending further negotiation is 
a helpful step, but by no means insures a set- 


tlement of the dispute. There is as yet no in- 
dication that France will agree to give the 
United States most favored nation treatment, 
without making demands for exceptional treat- 
ment of French exports. 

Any solution that France proposes short of 
the advantages enjoyed by other nations hav- 
ing full and free commercial relations with 
France will still be discrimination against 
goods of the United States.

AIR SERVICE IN WINTER. 


Air mail service has been established over 
7,840 miles of “airways’’ in the United States. 
Besides these routes now in operation, 4,080 
miles are either under contract.er soon will be, 
and the service will be still further extended as 
municipalities take the necessary steps to pro- 
vide airports. 

Soon, also, the Department of Commerce will 
be prepared to publish a map of the airways 
from Coast to Coast. This map will greatly 
facilitate air transportation and it is not to be 
doubted that within another year or two pas- 
sengers will be carried by air as extensively 
as they are transported in Europe. 

The map of the European airways on file in 
the air division of the Department of Com- 
merce indicates that in both mail and passen- 
ger service Europe is far in advance of the 
United States. European countries have regu- 
lar schedules for the operation of their passen- 
ger air service, and official tariff rates show 
just how much it will cost to travel over a hun- 
dred air routes on the: Continent, , 

Yet, in spite of the apparent superiority of 
European aerial navigation there appears to be 
a certain timidity among the air authorities 
when it comes to winter service. The Postoffice 
Department was recently advised that through- 


. out the winter European air mails will be aban- 


doned. Instead of accepting letters and pack- 
ages for air delivery anywhere in Europe, 
therefore, the department announces that for- 
eign mails destined to European cities, other 
than Paris or Berlin, will be forwarded during 
the winter by rail only. 
_ Winter makes no difference on this sidg of 
the Atlantic. Every route already in operation 
and all those to be established will operate on 
the same schedule all the year round.

The 
Colorado Fuel & Iron Co. has laid off, about 
500 of its men and has announced that unless 
the mines are reopened shortly there will be 
a complete shutdown. Other corporations are 
said to be similarly affected.’

FALSE CHARGES OF SLACKING. 


It would appear.as though the clerks in the 
office of the Adjutant General of the Army 
might have corrected the réctords that have 
smeared the reputations of many of the mem- 
bers of the A. E. F. without waiting for ten 
years and court action to attend to such a duty. 
Yet, United States Attorney De Groot told the 
United States District Court in Brooklyn, last 
week, when he moved the dismissal of com- 
plaints against some 400 alleged ‘‘slackers,”’ 
that in every one of the 400 cases the com- 
plaints resulted from ‘“‘clerical errors and tech- 
nical mistakes.” 

“Some of the men indicted as draft dodgers

He further told the court that besides the 
400 cases for which hs asked dismisal]s, the files 
of his office are clogged with 1,485 similar 
cases, and that there is no ground for prose- 
cution of any one of them. He will ask that 
all be dismissed. 

The Government owes it to the men who 
served their country faithfully to cleanse the 
rolls of erroneous entries whereby, through 
the carelessness of a few clerks, the reputation 
of men who enlisted before they were sum- 
moned for the draft is put under a cloud. 

It would not be a very difficult task to ob- 
tain from the courts a complete list of all those 
against whom charges of draft dodging or 
slacking are still pending, for the purpose of 
correcting the court records as well as the 
records of the department. If this act of jus- 
tice can not be performed without congress- 
ional authority, it is not to be doubted that the 
Director of the Budget will promptly recom- 
mend the appropriation of the necessary funds.

Marseille, France, Oct. 28 (A.P.).— 
Eugene Dieudonne, once ‘notorious, 
Parisian apache, who escaped from 


Devil’s ‘Island last year, came back to 
France today and the police of Mar- 
seille shook his hands and let him dis- 
embark from the steamship Plata as 
freely as any other passenger. 

It was recently announced that a 
pardon would be issued to Dieudonne 
if he_sursendered to the French au- 
thorities after he had been recaptured 
by the Brazilian police. Dieudonne 
agreed to waive extradition, saying that 
he wanted to clear himself of many of 
the crimes of which he was charged 
and start life anew. He was greeted: by 
his wife and son and a great crowd of 
sympathizers, who waited at the pier. 
To them he seemed to have changed 
little during his seventeen years’ ab- 
sence, 

“My grace has not yet been. signed 
by the police, who came aboard a min- 
ute ago,” Dieudonne said, “but they 
reassured me and shook my hands in- 
stead of putting handcuffs on me, I 
am free.”

| Beauty and You

NUMBEF. of readers have asked 
question about the double chin 
and how it can be reduced. This 

article is designed to answer all of these 

letters. 

This, as can be easily understood, is 
not an easy fault to overcome. Some- 
times, it. is apparent even among young 
girls, and it seems to be almost a con- 
stitutional thing. In any case, it cails 
for persistent treatment and results 
can not be looked for immediately. 

If you have a double chin simply be- 
cause you are inclined to be fat and 
weigh too much, then a general re- 
ducing program is called for in addition 
to local measures. It is understood, of 
course, that a reducing program means 
a sensible, nonfattening diet combined 
with a certain amount of exercise. 
Starches, sweets and heavy foods, then, 
are forbidden. 

Sometimes a double chin is combined 
with a body that is not at all over- 
weight or may even be under weight. 
This usually means a flabby condition, 
for which the remedy lies in local 
measures and exercises. All of the exer- 
cises that I will enumerate must be 
done persistently and frequently. They 
hold good in either of the two cases 
that I have mentioned—that is, the fat 
and the flabby. 

1. Stand erect with chin in, head 
up and eyes front. Turn the head to 
the right as far as possible, then back 
to the first position, and then as far 
as possible to the left. Repeat to a 
rhythmic count, always making: an ef- 
for to keep the chin in. 

2. Stretch the chin forward as far as 
possible, then bend the head backward 
until you feel the muscles under the 
chin stretch. With the fingertips gentiy 
but quickly stroke the neck from the 
point of the chin downward. Hold a 
moment and repeat without jerking. 

3. Force the lower jaw ahead of the 
upper jaw; holding the position, stretch 
the chin forward and up. 

4. With the jaws in this same posi- 
tion, turn the head to the right as far 
as possible, and then go through five 
chewing movements. Repeat on the op- 
posite side. 

5. Standing erect, throw the head 
back as far as possible, and keep the 
chin stretched out. Holding the head in 
this position, bend from the hips just 
as far as possible. 

Local measures for reducing a double 
chin usually call for a rather strong 
astringent lotion into the skin each 
made for the purpose by the well known 
facial specialists. It is well to pat this 
instringent lotion into the skin each 
time after cleansing. If desired, a piece 
of ice may be covered with gauze or a 
thin towel and then saturated with the 
astringent. The ice is then rubbed over 
e skin, I do not usually recommend 
this for the face, but it is helpful for 
the neck and for flabby skin under- 
neath the chin. 

Some specialists also make a special 
cream or other preparation for double 
chins which can be used at night with 
rather vigorous massage. Please do not 
ask me to name these preparations, but 
any of the nationally known facial 
specialists would be glad to give further 
advice on the subject. 

In any case, posturé has a great deal 
to do with the contour of the chin.~I 
mean the general posture of the body 
and the way the head is held.

Sprinkle with the sugar 
and sprinkle the nutmeg over the 
whole. Cook in dish (now uncovered) 
until well browned. Serve on hot plat- 
ter surrounded with the potatbes.

Edwin B. Hesse, superintendent of po- 
Noe, and George Watson, chief engineer 
of the Fire Department, worked out in 
consultation with the Civil Service Com- 
mission, was thus made effective. 

Hereafter there may be no promotion 
in either department except by compet- 
itive examination. Heretofore both 
competitive and noncompetitive exam- 
inations were held. If it was desired to 
promote a certain individual he was 
given an exclusive examination by the 
OCtvil Service Commission. 


Annual Tests Planned. 


Regular examinations are to be held 
annually, and oftener if needed. By 
this means a perpetual promotion list 
is to be assured. There has been no 
guch assurance in the past. 

Heretofore there have been no mini- 
mum periods of service required in the 
mext lower grade for a person to be 
promoted. Under the new rules, in both 
departments, a private will have to 
have served five years consecutively to 
be eligible to promotion as a sergeant. 
No one can be a lieutenant unless he 
has served two years as a sergeant and 
a lieutenant can not be made a captain 
unless he has served one year as a 
lieutenant. 

Boards will be regularly maintained 
to supervise examinations, composed 
partly of civil service attaches and 
partly from the two District depart- 
ments. Inspectors Henry G. Pratt and 
William S. Shelby were appointed to 
serve on the police examining board. 

Examinations shall. be physical, by 
written test, and shall include rating 
of experience, the latter to be weighed 
as not less than 50 in a total of 100 
points. The examining boards have 
authority to consult police and fire 
personnel records and to conduct oral 
tests in addition to those listed.

No Trace of Minister’s Wife 
Found; Doubts Mysteri- 
ous Hotel Visitor. 


MAKES APPEAL TO PUBLIC 


The Rev. Dascomb Forbush’s search 
for his wife, Anne Ramsey Forbush, 
now missing ten days, took him over 
the grave-studded hills of Arlington 
National Cemetery yesterday. No trace 
of her was found. 

He spent virtually the entire day on 
the outskirts of the city, and so did 
not have time until last night to in- 
vestigate the report that a woman re- 
sembling his wife had sought shelter 
in the Homewood apartment-hotel, 1013 
Thirteenth street northwest. 

D. E. Nichol, proprietor of the Home- 
wood, said that the woman, like Mrs. 
Forbush, was dressed in brown, and 
that she acted as though she was de- 
mented. He said she was found in the 
bed of a tenant, and that she spoke of 
losing much weight by walking through 
the woods. He said he thought she 
might be Mrs. Forbush, and locked her 
in the room, thinking to Nave some- 
body come and identify her in the 
morning. But when morning came, he 
said, she was gone. 

The Rev. Mr. Forbush sald last night 
that this did not “sound like Mrs. For- 
bush.” 

The minister from Canandaigua said 
he went to Arlington yesterday on a 
hunch. The day before his wife disap- 
peared, he said, he and she went to the 
cemetery on a sightseeing trip. His 
wife, he said, was moved to tears while 
she, stood. over the tomb of the Un- 
known Soldier. 

“Why are you crying?” Mr. Forbush 
asked. 

“IT was just thinking,” his wife 
sobbed, “that it might be you lying 
there.” 

The Rev. Mr. .Forbush was a chaplain 
overseas in the World War, and it was 
while he was away that Mrs. Forbush 
broke down under the strain of her 
war work and developed the strange 
obsession that now grips her. 

“It is not right to say that she is 
demented,” her husband declared last 
night.- “It is simply that she becomes 
obsessed with the idea that she js not 
worthy of her family, her friends or 
her church, and runs away to find 
solitude.” 

In an appeal to the public, Forbush 
suggested that if his wife is found, 
the person finding her should take her 
to the Emergency Hospital immedi- 
ately.

THY-CUT PROGRAM 


U.S. Commerce Chamber Also 
Urges Reorganization of 
Federal Departments. 


REVISION OF POSTAL 
RATES IS REQUESTED 


Doing Away With Overlapping 
of Bureaus Is Held 
Basic Need. 


Reorganization of Government de- 
partments, tax reduction and revision of 
the postal rates were asked of Presi- 
dent Coolidge -yesterday .by Lewis E, 
Pierson on behalf of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce, of which he 
is president. Mr. Pierson called on the 
President to present the chamber’s leg- 
islative program. 

“Coordination of Government admine- 
istrative activities, doing away with 
overlapping on the part of bureaus come- 
missions and departments is a basic 


necessity in any program for a more 
efficient and economical administrae 
tion,” the statement presented to the 
President read. “We believe efforts 
ty secure such coordination should be 
continued to a successful conclusion. 

“There is a . tncreasing danger in the 
growing pressure on Government to 
exter into those fields of activity which 
it, is more proper to carry on by private 
enterprise. This not only increases the 
cost. of Government, but is definitely, 
antagonistic to the principles on which 
this Government was founded and c 
which it has been builded to its pres- 
ent position of leadership. 


Postal Rates Held Unjust. 


“Postal rates have never been fixed ace 
cording to business principles,” the 
statement continued. “There is une 
just discrimination in the rates charged 
to certain portions of the public, thus 
defeating the purpose of public serv- 
ice and handicapping certain groups of 
mail users. The national chamber be- 
lieves that postal rates should be ree 
vised to secure maximum use with ef-' 
ficient service. ' 

Without treating with the question 
specifically, the statement said, there 
still remain “certain war revenue taxes 
which, we believe, should now be large- 
ly reduced or repealed: ,We are confi- 
dent this may be done without jeop- 
ardy to a sound governmental fiscal 
policy.’ 

The hope was expressed that the reg- 
ulatory agencies of the Government, the 
Department of Justice, Department of 
Commerce and the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, would. retain their present at- 
titude of cooperating with business 
“that is conducted with proper regard 
for the public interest.”. This attitude 
has contributed “immeasurably toward 
the era of prosperity which this coun- 
try now enjoys,” the statement said. 

The flood problem-is a national one, 
the statément said, and should be dealt 
with by Congress without connection 
with any.other project.
